The majority of local high 
schools saw their 
students miss on average 
about one full day of 
class every two weeks 
during the 2007-08 school 
year, according to statis¬ 
tics from the Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board. 

The board received at¬ 
tendance figures from 
each of its schools, and 
when it came to its high 
schools, students in nine 
of the 15 schools missed 
on average more than 10 
per cent of classes for 
2007-08. 

Not all of those days 
missed are because of sick¬ 
ness — some are because 
students skip class. The 
school board doesn’t have

tendance guidelines. 

“It’s the carrot and the 
stick approach,” Hadley 
said. “We need to have 
more than one strategy to 
be able to encourage stu¬ 
dents to be in school.” 

He said one problem is 
principals “can’t remove 
them from being a student 
if they choose not to be in 
school,” and from that, 
they don’t know when 
these kids will show up. 

As students get set for 


their summer break, the 
Department of Education 
has created a committee to 
address absenteeism in 
schools, including why so 
many students are skip¬ 
ping. 

Howard Windsor, a com¬ 
mittee member, said the 
committee will be talking 
to provincial school boards 
and researching policies in 
other jurisdictions. 

They will also look at an 
online survey completed 
by people involved in the 
Nova Scotia school system, 
including students them¬ 
selves. 

Windsor said almost

legally break a noise bylaw 
turned into a debate over 
musical taste at yesterday’s 
Halifax Regional Council 
meeting. 

In the end, city council 
agreed to exempt Power 
Promotional Events from a 
law that “prohibits any per¬ 
son from engaging in any 
activity that unreasonably 
disturbs ... the peace.” That 
means Sir Paul McCartney 
and Kiss can hit the 
outdoor Halifax stage July 
11 and July 18, respectively, 
without worrying about 
rocking too loud. 

But not every councillor 
agreed the municipality 
should “bend over 
backwards” for big name 
musicians. Coun. Steve 
Streatch said he can’t back 
the McCartney concert, 
pointing to the British mu¬ 
sician’s protest of the 
Atlantic Canadian seal hunt 
a couple of years ago. 

But Coun. Dawn Sloane 
stressed that McCartney 
has picked to play Halifax 
on his tour over every other 
Canadian city, adding “he’s 
an awesome guy.” 

Coun. Jerry Blumenthal 
said he’s not really a fan of 
either McCartney or KISS, 
joking he’s still “back in 
the music of Peter, Paul and 
Mary.” 

Streatch voted against 
the bylaw exemption, but 
Blumenthal, Sloane and 
others agreed the concerts 
are worth a couple of noisy 
nights.

12 minutes in the ocean 
before staff at the nearby 
Sou’Wester Restaurant 
and Gift Shop managed to 
pull her in using a life 
preserver. 

Taplin said the woman 
suffered no serious injuries 
and was reportedly in good 
health. “She got too close 
to the edge but luckily 
with the quick reaction of 
the employers at the 
Sou’Wester, who are fairly 
organized and used to deal¬ 
ing with capricious situa¬ 


tions out there, they got 
her pulled ashore,” Taplin 
said. “Everything turned 
out OK, thank God.”

School budget keeps

Sisters stand 
up for rights 

Iranian women raising their voices

Social media’s capture of 
27-year-old Iranian 
woman Neda Agha 
Soltan's graphic shooting 
death Saturday has given 
Iranians around the world 
a symbol of hope in the 
face of a violent 
crackdown on election 
protests by the current 
regime. 

It has catapulted the 
struggle of Iranian women 
and their patriotic voice to 
the foreground; something 
they’ve been setting the 
stage for over three 
decades. 

“For the last 30 years 
(Iranian) women were not 
quiet and used every occa¬ 
sion to raise their voices. 
Specifically over the last 
four years, they managed 
to mobilize resources to 
ask for equal rights and 
eliminate discrimination,” 
said Mehrak Mehrvar, re¬ 
search associate at the UBC 
Women’s and Gender Stud¬ 
ies Centre. 

Mehrak said Iranian 
women participated in the 
1979 Iranian revolution

and have gradually made 
human rights progress — 
culminating with a 1 mil¬ 
lion signature campaign to 
support equal rights legis¬ 
lation. 

“What we’re seeing to¬ 
day is the result of the

Neda’s sacrifice personi¬

shire, all in the first part of 
this year. But then there was 
California. Supporters of gay 
marriage in California and 
around the country were 
nearly positive such a pro¬ 
gressive state would never 
deny a minority what they 
considered a basic civil 
right.

The Defence Depart¬ 
ment in Ottawa recently 
refused to reveal the annu¬ 


al cost of the war in 
Afghanistan, citing section 
15 of the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act, which advises 
against disclosing any in¬ 
formation which could... 
"... reasonably be expect¬ 
ed to be injurious to the 
conduct of international 
affairs, the defence of 
Canada or any state allied 
or associated with Canada 
or the detection, preven¬ 
tion or suppression of sub¬ 
versive or hostile activi¬ 
ties.” 

I’m not sure how any of 
that applies to the annual 
cost of the war in 
Afghanistan, especially be¬ 
cause last year the military 


complied with an identical 
request and coughed up 
the figure of $1 billion — 
the first time the annual 
tally had reached that 
lofty height. 

I can just see the Taliban 
braintrust holed up in a 
cave, trying to exploit the 
Canadian war budget. 

“Hmm, maybe we 
should send this message 
out to all our brave war¬ 
riors: The Canadian gov¬ 
ernment is spending $1 
billion a year to defeat 
you, but they are fools be¬ 
cause Allah assures us of 
great victoiy, not to men¬ 
tion 72 virgins in para¬ 
dise.” 


Or something along 
those lines. 

Seriously, the only thing 
Section 15 is protecting is 
Stephen Harper’s ample 
booty, which is pointless 
because it is already ex¬ 
posed on a number of 
fronts. When a govern¬ 
ment elected on a promise 
of transparency trades in 
secrecy, you know it has 
exhausted its vitality — its 
moral mandate. 

It has sealed its fate by 
choosing to hide behind a 
provision that was obvi¬ 
ously designed to increase 
our security, not under¬ 
mine it. Make no mistake, 
the military’s failure to 


disclose the ongoing cost 
of the conflict undermines 
our security by increasing 
the public’s lack of trust in 
Ottawa’s capacity for ac¬ 
countability. 

In the immortal words 
of Pogo, that cartoon char¬ 
acter from the mid-20th 
century, “We have met the 
enemy and he is us.” 

At least the Taliban has 
never bothered to pretend 
to have our best interests 
at heart. 

If the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act does not en¬ 
sure government account¬ 
ability when it engages in 
war on our behalf, it be¬ 
comes a hollow, mocking 


shell of itself. 

Freedom of information 
is the bedrock of democra¬ 
cy. 

I don’t know about you, 
but it sends shivers up my 
spine to learn that we will 
spend somewhere be¬ 
tween $18 and $28 billion 
(the figure depends on 
who is doing the figuring) 
in Afghanistan by 2011 to 
preserve a tattered rem¬ 
nant of freedom in that 
sorry state, while busily 
suppressing it back here 
on the home front.

Monsanto, Dole focusing on taste, shelf life of fresh produce 


Monsanto Co. and Dole 
Fresh Vegetables Inc are 
formalizing a partnership 
to breed broccoli, spinach 
and other vegetables that 
would be more attractive 
to consumers. 

The five-year collabora¬ 
tion, announced yesterday, 
will focus on creating vari¬ 
ations of broccoli, cauli¬ 
flower, lettuce and 
spinach, the companies 
said in a statement. 

The focus of their efforts 
is to breed more colourful, 
tastier vegetables that are 
less susceptible to bruising 
and have a longer shelf 
life. 

“If I buy broccoli on Sat¬ 
urday or Sunday and try to 
cook it on Wednesday, it’ll 
get wilty,” Monsanto 



spokeswoman Riddhi 
Trivedi-St. Clair said of one 
of reasons for the program. 

She also stressed that 
these new variants will not 
be genetically modified 


like the company’s corn 
seed and soybean prod¬ 
ucts, a much larger opera¬ 
tion for Monsanto.

In his groundbreaking 
bestseller How to Win 
Friends and Influence Peo¬ 
ple, Dale Carnegie 
omitted one key piece of 
advice: Buy a pickup truck. 

Sure, it’s important to 
smile, remember a person’s 
name and be a good listen¬ 
er, but let it slip to friends 
and neighbours you just 
bought a pickup truck, and 
you’ll never have to buy an¬ 
other six-pack of beer. 

Sure there are alterna¬ 
tive modes of transport, 
but do you really want to 
strap a load of two-by-fours 
on to the roof of your 
$60,000 SUV? How about 
sliding a pile of interlock 
and concrete slabs into the 
back of your plush, carpet- 
lined minivan? 

My tester for the week — 
the 2009 Toyota Tacoma 
4x4 Double Cab — came in 
metallic grey with TRD 
(Toyota Racing Develop¬ 
ment) badging on the sides. 

I have always found the 
Tacoma to be a handsome 
truck. Unlike many “com¬ 
pact” pickups, it does have a 
presence, and with its big 
P265/65R mud & snow tires 
on 17-inch alloys, not to 
mention the optional hood 


scoop, the Tacoma looked 
every bit the serious off- 
roader. Not that I was head¬ 
ed for the bush anytime 
soon. 

And at nearly 19 feet 
long and only about eight 
inches shorter than a full- 
size Chevrolet Silverado 
1500 4x4 Crew Cab, I’m 
not sure if “compact” fairly 
describes the Tacoma. 

I won’t say the Tacoma is 
as spacious in back as a 
full-size sedan, but there’s 


reasonable room for two 
adults, three in a pinch. 

The Tacoma is available 
in eight models, starting 
with the 4x2, four cylinder 
Access Cab to the 4x4 V6- 
powered Double Cab. 
There’s even a 4x2 
“tuner”styled truck called 
the X-Runner, that sits low 
to the ground and is pow¬ 
ered by the same V6 with a 
six-speed manual. 

Up front, the Double Cab 
is outfitted with sedan-lilce 


comforts and amenities. 
The optional sport seats 
are comfortable and well- 
bolstered, and provide a 
driver’s seat lumbar adjust¬ 
ment. The optional 
leather-wrapped steering 
wheel includes audio con¬ 
trols for the in-dash six- 
disc CD changer, part of 
the TRD Sport Package. 

With the automatic, the 
SR5 Power Package bumps 
the Tacoma to $33,300 and 
adds 16-inch alloys with 


wheels locks, sliding rear 
window, cruise control, 
chrome grille and rear 
bumper, dual vanity mir¬ 
rors, auto-dimming rear 
view mirror with integrated 
backup camera, keyless en¬ 
try and more. 

I didn’t get a chance this 
time to take the Tacoma 
off-road, but our streets 
and highways offered no 
shortage of potholes and 
heaved pavement to test 
the suspension.

That price included the 
power retractable hard¬ 
top, which is a $2295 op¬ 
tion on the $33,495 six- 
speed GS model. 

The GT gets such niceties 
as keyless entry, Bluetooth, 
heated leather seats, 7- 
spealcer audio, Sirius satel¬ 
lite, 17” alloys, fog lights, 
strut tower brace, Xenon 
headlights and A/C with 
auto climate control. 

Though 2009 marks the 
20th anniversary of the Mi¬ 
ata, I’m happy to report it 
retains the simple rear-dri¬ 
ve purity that made this 


roadster a hit from day 
one. Clutch talceup is 
short, and a mere twist of 
the wrist has the roadster 
changing its directional 
path. The star of the show 
is the rifle-bolt six-speed 
shifter that sprouts from 
the top of the transmis¬ 
sion, just as God intended. 

A six-speed auto with 
paddle shifters is a $1200 
option. And yes, God will 
probably forgive you for 
ordering a slushbox- 
equipped Miata. 

For 2009, the 2.0 litre 
four-cylinder engine gets a 
new forged steel crank¬ 


shaft and connecting rods, 
stiffer valve springs and an 
oil cooler. Horsepower in¬ 
creases by one to 167 and 
the redline has risen from 
6700 to 7200 r.p.m. With 
140 lb-ft of torque it’s rea¬ 
sonably punchy in the 
midrange.

In the summer months, bug splats on a vehicle’s windshield 
might take some effort on your part to remove. 


Bug splats menace in summer 


With warmer weather, 
bugs across the country are 
on the rise. 

From mayflies to mos¬ 
quitoes, insects swarm the 
roadways. 

Many will meet an un¬ 
timely death on vehicle 
windshields this summer, 
leaving drivers with a mess 
that typical blue washer 
fluids can’t remove. 

“Most bugs are small, 
but they can travel in 
swarms which can make a 


large impact on your 
windshield,” said splatolo- 
gist Mark Hostetler, a rec¬ 
ognized Bug Doctor and 
author of That Gunk on 
Your Car: A Unique Guide 
to Insects of North Ameri¬ 
ca. 

“As the temperature ris¬ 
es, so does the number of 
insects near the roadways. 
They are so numerous that 
many are traversing roads 
and ending up on our 
windshields.” 


According to Hostetler, 
carbohydrates found in in¬ 
sect parts and bird drop¬ 
pings cause biological de¬ 
posits to stick to wind¬ 
shields on impact, creating 
large splats that can impair 
driver visibility. 

In addition, if some 
splats are not removed rel¬ 
atively quickly, a vehicle’s 
paint can be “eaten” by the 
splat’s acidity. 

Bugs are interesting 
creatures, and you can tell 


a lot about them from the 
splat they leave on your 
windshield. 

For example, examine 
the colour of the splat. If it 
has a bit of red in it, then 
it’s from a female bug — 
they’re the only ones that 
bite and draw blood,” said 
Hostetler. 

“For as interesting as 
they are, however, at some 
point we've still got to get 
them off the windshield.”

Researches cited the en¬ 
closed confines of the car, 
which tends to focus the ex¬ 
perience, and that these 
days the times behind the 
wheel are simply the most 
convenient for music listen¬ 
ing.

killer sound systems in to¬ 
day’s cars, and you can see 
why a vehicle has replaced 
the rec-room as the prime 
music grooving venue. 

But my theory is that car 
travel, especially if you’re a 
passenger, doesn’t require 
your dominating and logi¬ 
cal side of the brain, the 
one you use when you fill 
out your income tax online. 

This lets your creative 
brain off the leash, the one 
that tends to meander 
down various garden paths, 


and creates those weird but 
fascinating dreams — like 
that one where you are sud¬ 
denly on the subway with a 
pet monkey and neither of 
you were wearing pants. 

I think this part of your 
brain listens and responds 
to music differently ... 
probably more profoundly. 
It’s why watching the land¬ 
scape roll by with Neil 
Young pounding away 
through the rear speakers 
is such a contemplative 
and satisfying experience, 


and one that’s hard to 
replicate any other way. 

Then again maybe all 
your road tunes just have 
really good back beats. 

Of course, the genre of 
music that is most tied up 
with the automobile is 
rock ’n’ roll. Teenage car 
culture took off in pre-war 
America almost simultane¬ 
ously with the birth and 
rise of the so-called “devil’s 
music.” They couldn’t help 
but influence each other, 
because they essentially 


went to the same high 
school and hung out in the 
same parking lots. 

And the first rock ’n’ roll 
recording is generally con¬ 
sidered to be 1951’s Rocket 
88. Introduced in 1949, the 
Oldsmobile Rocket com¬ 
bined the small, lighter 
body of the Olds 76, with a 
new powerful V8, becom¬ 
ing a precursor to the mus¬ 
cle car, and a perennial 
NASCAR champion. 

Ike Turner and his band 
came up with the tune,

and the legendary produc¬ 
er, Sam Philipps, recorded 
them doing the number at 
his legendary Sun Studio 
in Memphis. 

The recording is also one 
of the first to feature a dis¬ 
torted guitar sound, now a 
crucial element of rock and 
roll tone. Legend has it, 
that the sound came about 
because the guitar player’s 
amplifier was compro¬ 
mised on the car ride from 
Mississippi. 

The amp either fell off 
the roof, or suffered rain 
damage in the trunk. Ei¬ 
ther way, Philipps liked 
how it sounded. 

Probably for the same 
reasons people liked the 
sound of that Rocket V8 — 
compelling, and a little 
rough around the edges.

Off-roading 101 

Tips for taking path less travelled 



Off-roading can be fun and thrilling for adventure lovers but make sure you know some of the 
basic rules of travelling through rough and inhospitable terrain.

Ready to hit the dirt for the 
first time in your new truck 
or SUV? Here are some ba¬ 
sic tips to keep you safe, 
secure and free of being 
hopelessly stuck. They 
even rhyme, so theyTl be 
easy to remember. 

WHEN IN DOUBT, GET OUT 
AND SCOUT 

Assuming your vehicle can 
tackle a questionable 
stretch of terrain is a good 
way to get stuck. Not sure 
how challenging an unfa¬ 
miliar bit of trail is? Take a 
walk to check things out 
first. If your intended path 
looks too dangerous, deep, 
or rocky, find another one. 

WATER ON THE TRAIL? LET 
COMMON SENSE PREVAIL 

Deep water can hide seri¬ 


ous obstacles, ruts, and 
other nasty hazards. It can 
also destroy your vehicle’s 
engine. Most SUV’s are en¬ 
gineered with some degree 
of water fording ability— 
but you should never cross 
water if you aren’t sure of 
its depth or what’s be¬ 
neath it. 

Mark Nelson, Chiysler’s 
senior manager of Jeep ve¬ 
hicle synthesis, comments 
“when crossing deep wa¬ 
ter, one should always veri¬ 
fy the water depth prior to 
entering. Reference your 
owner’s manual for water 
fording capability. Once 
you decide to enter the wa¬ 
ter, do it slowly If at any 
time you feel you’ll exceed 
the depth originally antici¬ 
pated, back out the way 
you came.” 

WHEN THE ROAD ENDS, BE 
SURE TO BRING FRIENDS 

Off-roading alone is bad 


news. If you wind up hurt, 
stuck or lost, it’s best to 
have a friend or two along 
with a capable vehicle. 

USE 4 X 4 AS NEEDED, WHEN 
TRACTION'S DEPLETED 

If your vehicle has a trans¬ 
fer case, you may be unsure 
of when to select two or 
four wheel drive, or when 
to engage the low-range. 
Nelson offers some advice. 

“In general, low-range 
should be used when tack¬ 
ling steep grades so the 
gearing advantage can be 
utilized. A good rule of 
thumb is to not engage 
four wheel drive, either 
high or low, until you need 
it. Once in need of 4WD, 
use ‘Hi’ until the terrain 
dictates.” 

Remember, that 4WD 
“Lo” setting can only be 
used at crawling speeds, so 
switch back to “Hi” when 
you’re finished with it. 


ENCOUNTERING RUTS? 

STAY ON TOP OF THE CUTS! 

Get your tires into a rut, 
and you’ll lose your ability 
to steer, while running the 
risk of getting seriously 
stuck. 

If travelling in the same 
direction as the ruts, keep 
your tires riding the high 
ground on either side of 
them. At the very least, 
try and keep at least two 


tires out of the ruts at all 
times. If you’re travelling 
across ruts, you’re typical¬ 
ly best to tackle them di¬ 
agonally — one wheel at a 
time. Go slowly and be 
very gentle with the con¬ 
trols. 

OBSTACLE AHEAD? HIT IT 
WITH THE TREADS! 

Never assume you’ll be 
able to clear an obstacle 


you have to drive over. If 
you can’t get around that 
tree stump or rock that 
wants to puncture your oil 
pan, you’re generally best 
to hit it with the tires. 

Have a friend spot you, 
or stop and check for clear¬ 
ance first. Line one side of 
your vehicle up with the 
obstacle, and drive over it 
very slowly, one tire at a 
time.

‘It’s really a knockout, you know?’ 


Seeing New York City through the eyes of Woody Allen

Long before I saw the Stat¬ 
ue of Liberty in person I 
felt like a New Yorker. 
Woody Allen’s romantic, 
idealized movies set in the 
Big Apple planted the 
seed of love for the city. 

His latest film, Whatever 
Works, is the first of 
Allen’s films to be set in 
Manhattan in four years, 
and you get the sense he’s 
glad to be home. It’s his 
love letter to the city, 
showcasing New York-only 
locations like Chinatown’s 
fish markets and the Yon- 
ah Schimmel Knishery 
(137 E. Houston St. near 1st 
Ave., 212-477-2858). 

The movie will make you 
want to jump on a NYC- 
bound plane, which is ex¬ 
actly what I did. 

There are no official 
Woody Allen tours of Man¬ 
hattan, so I created my 
own daytrip to see Allen’s 
New York. With a good 
pair of runners, a map, a 
Metrocard (1-Day Fun Pass 
for $7.50 US) and some de¬ 
termination you should be 
able to do this tour in 
about six hours. 

The first stop serves a 
double purpose. The Dean 
& Deluca Cafe (560 Broad¬ 
way at Prince St. in S 0 H 0 , 
212-226-6800) is the per¬ 
fect place to fiiel up on cof¬ 
fee to get the day started — 
it’s also where Mia Farrow 
has lunch with the newly- 
single Judy Davis in Hus¬ 
bands and Wives. 

Now that you’re in a caf- 
feinated, New York state of 
mind, exit Soho for the 


funkier streets of Green¬ 
wich Village. 

You’ll pass the former 
home of The Bleeclcer 
Street Cinema (144 Bleeclc- 
er St.) — where Allen’s 
character takes his niece to 
see movies that will im¬ 
prove her mind in Crimes 
and Misdemeanors — on 
your way to his favourite 
pizza joint, John’s Pizzeria 
(278 Bleeclcer St., 212-243- 
1680). John’s is where 
Allen and his younger girl¬ 
friend, played by Mariel 
Hemingway, have the “in 
six months you’ll be a com¬ 
pletely different person” 
conversation in 1979’s 
Manhattan. 

Moving north to mid¬ 
town: The Carnegie Deli 
(854 Seventh Ave. between 
54th and 55th streets, 212- 
757-9889) is virtually un¬ 
changed since Woody shot 
much of Broadway Danny 
Rose here in 1984. 


Take time to check out 
the autographed pictures 
of celebrities who have eat¬ 
en there, and if you have 
the appetite of three peo¬ 
ple, order The Woody Allen 
— “Lotsa corned beef plus 
lotsa pastrami; for the dedi¬ 
cated ffesser only!” says the 
menu, and it’s not kidding. 
There’s a pound of meat 
between two slices of rye. 

Walk off the sandwich 
with a jaunt to the The St. 
Regis-Sheraton Hotel (2 E. 
55th St., 212-753-4500). 
This is where Michael 
Caine and Barbara Hershey 
carried on their covert love 
affair in Hannah and Her 
Sisters and, in Radio Days, 
the hotel’s King Cole Room 
(with its Maxfield Parrish 
Art Nouveau mural) was 
the site of the swanky New 
Year’s celebration Joe 
Needleman listened to on 
the wireless. 

Next is the location of 


one of Allen’s most iconic 
New York images. The 
poster for Manhattan 
showing Woody and Diane 
Keaton sitting in silhou¬ 
ette on a bench was shot at 
Riverview Terrace on Sut¬ 
ton Square, just beneath 
the 59th Street Bridge. 

It looks a little different 
than it did in 1979. The 
bench is gone (stolen by 
Woody fans perhaps?) and 
the landscape is a little dif¬ 
ferent but the view is still 
spectacular. 

You’ve seen the movies 
and the sights, now catch a 
glimpse of the Wood-man 
in person. Allen and his 
clarinet have been blowing 
up a Dixieland storm on 
Monday nights (from Sep¬ 
tember to June) at the Cafe 
Carlyle (35 E. 76th St. at 
Madison Avenue, 212-744- 
1600) since 1996.

Fish, environment bloom 
at Italy’s Portofino park 


The chic Italian seaside re¬ 
sort of Portofino may be 
known for its postcard-per¬ 
fect views and celebrities, 
but deep underwater, the 
rich sea life is also claiming 
a name of its own. 

The sea off the Ligurian 
coast hosts an underwater 
treasure trove of moray 
eels, grouper fish, bream, 
mullet, red starfish, hun¬ 
dreds of yellow cluster sea 
“daisies” and red coral 
adding bursts of colour 
against dark green algae- 
covered rocks. 

In the last 10 years, since 
the Protected Marine Area 
of Portofino was founded, 
fish populations have 
grown as some activities 
became regulated or even 
banned, local officials, en- 
viromentalists, fishermen 
and divers said. 

Although they said it 
was difficult to quantify, 
all noted a difference. 

“Some fish that were not 
there before have now 
reappeared,” said Giorgio 
Fanciulli, director of the 


marine protected area. 

“For those that were 
caught through fishing 
when diving, something 
that’s now banned, it 
means they have come 
back in significant num¬ 
bers.” 

The 374-hectare (924.2 
acres) protected area runs 
from the town of Camogli 
around the promontory of 
Portofino, where colourful 
houses huddle around its 
little harbour. 

The area is divided into 
zone A, which no one can 
enter, and zones B and C, 
each with their own rules. 
Boats need to anchor in 
specific areas, scuba divers 
are limited in numbers in 
the 20 diving spots and 
sport fishermen need spe¬ 
cial permits. 

“There was a lot of oppo¬ 
sition at first, because it 
was feared that everything 
would be forbidden. Now 
things have changed,” Fan¬ 
ciulli said. 

Simone Gambazza, a fish¬ 
erman from the town of 


Camogli, said he had been 
wary of the protected area 
at first but has welcomed 
some of the rules. Gambaz¬ 
za and his colleagues prac¬ 
tise fishing net techniques 
that go back centuries. “As 
fishermen, we are happier 
that we don’t have boats 
crossing us at nights. Some¬ 
times, they wouldn’t have 
any lights on, or it would be 
people coming back 
drunk,” he said. “Also the 
fish are less disturbed now.” 

The Portofino promon¬ 
tory has been known as 
diving spot for years. It 
even has a statue of Christ, 
18 metres underwater. 

“The quality of the dives 
has improved 100 per¬ 
cent,” said Roberto Baci- 
galupi, who opened his 
B&B diving centre some 20 
years ago. “Before you 
wouldn’t see the grouper 
you see today.” 

There are 26 protected 
marine areas in Italy and 
only some have enjoyed 
major success like Portofi¬ 
no, Fanciulli said, reuters

Disappointing return

review Michael Bay’s se¬ 
quel to his 2007 interna¬ 
tional mega-hit Transform¬ 
ers is massive, loud and un¬ 
relenting. As a film, it’s ex¬ 
hausting to watch, with 
every square inch of screen 
filled with over-saturated 
colour and a soundtrack 
clanging, scraping and 
rumbling nonstop. 

In its defense, the visual 
effects appear to be spec¬ 


tacular, but Bay can’t seem 
to let the camera rest for a 
second, making the scenes 
of giant alien robots doing 
battle confusing and hard 
to follow. Even in a simple, 
supposedly touching scene 
of dialogue between our 
hero Sam (Shia LaBeouf) 
and his girlfriend (Megan 
Fox), Bay’s camera won’t 
stop circling around them 
at a distracting pace. 

Much like the first film, 
Revenge of the Fallen suf¬ 
fers from trying to stuff in 
too much of everything — 
too many Transformers (es¬ 
pecially the similar-looking 
Decepticons), too many hu¬ 
mans with too many sub¬ 
plots, too many attempts at 
humour — pushing it to an 
undeserved two-hour-plus 
running time.

That anyone involved 
with the production 


thought it would be OK is 
remarkable. The perform¬ 
ances make Jar Jar Binlcs of 
Star Wars: Episode I seem 
classy and sophisticated in 
retrospect. 

What’s most surprising 
— and disappointing — 
about this new Transform¬ 
ers is not that it came from 
Michael Bay, but that it 


came from the same 
screenwriters who brought 
us this summer’s earlier 
Star Trek. We know what 
they’re capable of, and 
that just makes it that 
much more disappointing.

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Beloved Ed dies

Ed McMahon, a fixture on 
U.S. late-night television 
for 30 years as the full- 
throated announcer and 
sidekick for Johnny Carson 
on NBC’s The Tonight 
Show, died yesterday at 
age 86, his spokesman 
said. 

The veteran TV personal¬ 
ity, best known for his 
nightly introduction of 
Carson in a deep, booming 
voice with the drawn-out 
line, “Heeeeeeeeere’s John¬ 
ny!” died at a Los Angeles- 
area hospital, spokesman 
Howard Bragman said. 

“He died early this morn¬ 
ing with his wife and loved 
ones by his side,” Bragman 
said. McMahon had been 
battling pneumonia and 
other illnesses. 

Outgoing, affable and 
possessing a robust, bari¬ 
tone voice, McMahon be¬ 
gan his career with stints 
as a bingo caller, carnival 
barker and boardwalk 
pitchman before becoming 
a broadcast announcer and 
TV host. 

Trained as a U.S. Marine 
fighter pilot during World 
War II, he flew missions in 
Korea in the 1950s. 


He went on to become 
one of the most celebrated 
sidekicks in TV history as 
Carson’s right-hand man 
on The Tonight Show start¬ 
ing in 1962, stopping in 
1992 when Carson retired 
as host. 

The gregarious McMa¬ 
hon, a frequent comic foil 
for the Carson during ad- 
libbed banter at the top of 
the show, was familiar 
even off camera for his 
“Hi-oooooh!” and frequent 
guffaws at Carson’s mono¬ 
logue jokes, especially 
when a punch line fell flat. 

Carson died in January 
2005 at age 79. 


McMahon’s signature in¬ 
troduction of Carson en¬ 
dured as a catch-phrase. 
Jack Nicholson’s maniacal 
character in the 1980 
movie thriller The Shining 
announced “Heeeeeeere’s 
Johnny!” as he burst 
through a door to menace 
his wife with an ax. 

McMahon was a leading 
figure on several other tel¬ 
evision shows, including 
the syndicated talent show 
Star Search, which helped 
launch the careers of a 
number of well-known 
performers, including co¬ 
median Dennis Miller.

Meatballs with 
Creole Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 large onion 

1 1/3 lb (600g) ground beef 

1 large egg 

3 tbsp (45 ml) plain flour 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) hot paprika 
Salt and black pepper 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

SAUCE: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
1 medium green pepper 

1 medium red pepper 

2 cloves garlic 
2 sticks celery 

1 can (19oz / 540ml) 
chopped tomatoes 
1 bay leaf 

1 tsp (5 ml) cayenne 
pepper 

1 tsp (5 ml) hot paprika 
1 tsp (5 ml) molasses 

METHOD: 

1. For meatballs, peel and 
chop onion. Put half into 
large bowl with beef, egg, 
flour, cayenne, paprika, 
salt and pepper. Mix thor¬ 
oughly and set aside. 

2. For Creole sauce, heat 
oil in large pot over mod¬ 
erate heat, fry remaining 
onion until softened, then 
rinse, deseed and chop 


peppers and stir into 
onion. 

3. Peel garlic and crush in¬ 
to pot. Rinse and chop cel¬ 
ery and stir into pot. Cook 
2 minutes. 

4. Add tomatoes and their 
juice, bay leaf, cayenne, 
paprika, molasses and 1/2 
cup (125 mL) of water and 
bring mixture to boil. 
Then simmer, uncovered, 

15 minutes or until sauce 
is thick but vegetables still 
retain crunch. 

5. While sauce is simmer¬ 
ing, cook meatballs: Heat 
oil slowly in very large fry¬ 
ing pan. With wet hands, 
shape meat mixture into 

16 balls, about size of golf 
balls, and put carefully in¬ 
to hot oil. Fry over high 
heat 10 minutes, until 
browned all over and just 
cooked on inside. 

6. Season Creole sauce to 
taste with salt and pepper 
and serve with meatballs.
